(SBU)  Comment:  Jordan  considers  its  position  on  many  WTO 
issues  to  be  closer  to  the  U.S.  than  to  the  developing 
world,  owing  in  large  part  to  the  aggressive  liberalization 
measures  Jordan  agreed  to  in  joining  the  WTO.  We  expect 
Jordan  will  support  USG  positions  on  this  issue  as  well.
